The purpose of his visit is to 
meet students and their parents 
who are interested in obtaining 
further information regarding the 
courses offered at Mount Royal 
Junior College. Mount Royal, being 
affiliated with the University of Al¬ 
berta as a junior college, offers 
young people of southern Alberta 
an opportunity of taking their first 
year university within a reasonable 
distance of their homes. 

To show its approval of higher 
education, the Dominion govem- 
has made provision whereby stu¬ 
dents 18 to 21 who are studying at 
junior colleges or universities earn 
a deduction of $108 on their par¬ 
ents’ income tax. 

First year university courses are 
offered leading to the degrees of 
B.A., B.Sc., B.Com. and LL.B.; com¬ 
bined courses in B.A., or B.Sc. and 
B.Educ., or B.Sc. in engineering; 
lalso pre-medical and pre-dental. 

Terminal courses are also offered 
for those seeking specialized train¬ 
ing, but not wishing to take their 
degree. These cover journalism, 
medical and dental assistants and 
church secretaryship. 

The school of commerce at Mount 
Royal affords young people seeking 
business careers unusual facilities 
for securing the thorough training 
and experience necessary for enter-., 
ing the business world through the 
profitable channels of stenographic, 
secretarial and business adminis¬ 
tration careers. The graduates from 
this department are in such demand 
that the college is unable to fill all 
the requests that come in. 

Another course attracting much 
interest is that covering petroleum 
engineering. In co-operation with 
the University of Oklahoma, a spe¬ 
cial two-year course has been open¬ 
ed to students who have their jun¬ 
ior and senior matriculation. 


Only Took Three Years Study 
to Prepare Himself for 
Examinations for First Class 
Certificate. 



Congratulations of his wide circle 
of friends, miners, mine officials 
and International Coal company 
are being showered on Wm.

The exam¬ 
inations were held at BLairmore last 
month and the results made known 
only recently.

took the course in three years when 
5 years’ study is considered a very 
fair average. Three years ago he 
bought a $200 mining course from 
the International Correspondence 
Schools. During those three years 
he decided to go after his second 
class papers and took four months 
out of his three years’ course to 
secure his second class papers, 
which he did in 1943. The ICS in¬ 
formed him that they would ex¬ 
tend the course four months if he 
required it. However, the extension 
was never required when the re¬ 
sults of the June examinations be¬ 
came known. 

Bill is a local young man who 
secured his education at the local 
schools. He graduated from Grade 
XII in 1932 and entered the employ 
of International Coal Company. He 
secured his third class mining 
papers with little effort in 1940. 

By his own admission, after se¬ 
curing his third class papers he 
gave little thought about his second 
class papers until approached by 
the mine superintendent, who en¬ 
couraged him to continue studying 


and get his second class papers. 

He gives high tribute to Harry 
Gardner, now of West Canadian 
Collieries, for his night school min¬ 
ing classes and also for Hie private 
tutoring received from Mr. Gardner 
when he needed help on several 
points when studying for his second 
Hass papers.

Mining Coal.A Changing 

Industry 


Just as long as there are mineral 
resources which are needed by man, 
there will be mining. No one knows 
better than the miner of the haz¬ 
ards of the mine, and certainly no 
one is in the position to appreciate 
more fully than the mining man 
the need for thorough training in 
modem methods. 

Coal must still be dug from the 
earth. Nature does not part with 
her treasures readily, and the min¬ 
ing expert must know the problems 
to be faced and how to deal with 
them. 

Mining, though, like every pro¬ 
gressive industry, has undergone 
changes. The modem mine, today, 
is a huge production plant contain¬ 
ing much mechanical and electrical 
equipment. Mining has become 
more and more a mechanical pro¬ 
cess, and the modem miner must 
have knowledge Itnd slriU in using 
this equipment. There has been 
much standardization and a knowl¬ 
edge of this is of extreme impor¬ 
tance. 

But there can never be complete 
standardization for the very reason 
that conditions vary. No two mines 


are exactly alike. They vary as to 
thickness of seams, depth, degree 
of pitch, amount of impurities, 
character of the coal itself. It is 
these varying conditions which pre¬ 
sent problems that can be dealt 
with only by men with adequate 
knowledge. 

This fact has been recognized by 
our government authorities who 
supervise the mining industry. Cer¬ 
tain requirements are now neces¬ 
sary before a person is permitted 
to hold official positions in the op¬ 
eration of a mine. These positions 
can only be held by men with the 
necessary education, while the 
amount of learning required de¬ 
pends upon the qualifications 
sought Thus, before a man can 
obtain a Mine Manager’s Certifi¬ 
cate he must have a thorough 
knowledge of Coal Mine Engineer¬ 
ing, which includes a study of the 
theory of mining, together with a 
period of years of practical exper¬ 
ience. 

Out of the needs of the men in 
the coal mining industry an idea 
was bom more than fifty years 
ago—an idea so new, so revolu-

some skoffed. To some, it was pre¬ 
posterous that men who had been 
denied the opportunity for any but 
the most rudimentary education 
could hope to acquire the involved 
technological knowledge of this 
field of engineering.

INDUSTRIAL HEALTH 

Industry is peculiarly well-placed ^ 
to contribute to better adult health; 
because of its organization in groups 
to whom preventive measures can be ^ 
more readily applied, says Dr. J. G. I 
Cunningham, Industrial Hygiene Di¬ 
rector, Ontario Department of Health, 
in a report now being distributed to 
industrial firms by the Health League 
of Canada’s Industrial Division. 

"The presence of the industrial 
physician^Snd nurse In the factory 
focuses all efforts directed to the 
maintenance of health, whether origi¬ 
nating inside the factory through the 
medical problems which present 
themselves in every plant, or through 
the employer’s interest in his em¬ 
ployees, or whether from outside the 
factory through the activities of 
official health agencies such as the 
federal or provincial departments of 
health or the Health League of Can¬ 
ada,” Dr. Cunningham reports. 

He outlines preventive tactics used 
in factory health programs and points 
out that experts connected with both 
federal and provincial departments 
are in a position to guide interested 
employers. 

Dr. Cunningham also points out 
that waste in industry from prevent¬ 
able illness is perhaps 10 times as 
great as waste from major hazards 
in manufacturing which produce sick¬ 
ness and accidents. 

Discussing the cost of health ser¬ 
vices to industrial employers, he says 
it may not be expected to exceed .5 
per cent, of the cost of the manu¬ 
factured product—or $5'to $10 a year 
on a per capita basis.

Tree Fruit Prospect 

Marked Reduction In Certain Fruits 
Is Indicated 

According to an official, report, the 
total production of tree-fruits in 
1 Canada this season will be much be¬ 
low normal. Despite excellent pros¬ 
pects in British Columbia, 1 the poor 
crops in eastern Canada (the result 
of adverse weather during the criti¬ 
cal period) have brought anticipated 
supplies to an unusually low level. 
The first estimate of the apple crop 
indicates a reduction from the very 
large crop of 1944 of 52 per cent., 
or 8,183,000 bushels compared with 
16,879,000 bushels in 1944. The pear 
crop, estimated at 557,000 bushels is 
expected to be the smallest since 
1935, and it is anticipated that plum 
and prune and peaches will show a 
reduction of 24 per cent., owing to 
the small crops in eastern Canada. 
Cherries, despite a large crop in Bri¬ 
tish Columbia, will also show a de¬ 
cline. Unlike tree fruits, the small 
fruit crops are all above the 1944 
level.

Unit For Cars 

Jet propulsion in the future will be

Fred J. White, regional superin¬ 
tendent, Unemployment Insurance 
Commission, Winnipeg, announced 
Tuesday that 300 workers from 
the prairie provinces will be given 
an opportunity to accept employ¬ 
ment in BC logging camps and 
sawmills.

The workers taking employment 
on the Pacific coast at this time 
will not be able to return to the 
prairies for harvest, but assurance 
is given that steps will be taken to 
provide adequate labor for the har¬ 
vest when that time arrives.

DURING THE PAST CENTURY there has been great progress in the 
field of science and invention, and this progress has profoundly influenced 
the course of history.

mermans I ncu and engineers have striven to lead the way in 
For Leadership the invention of increasingly destructive weapons. 

■ It was they who introduced gas warfare during 
the First World War, and in the war just ended, it was they who inaugur¬ 
ated mass air attacks on cities, and the deadly “V” bombs. Since the end 
of the fighting in Europe, it has been revealed that had the war lasted 
a few months longer, other and even more destructive weapons might 
have been brought into use. German laboratories are now being systematic¬ 
ally destroyed, and if the Allied nations' adhere to their present policy, 
German scientists will never again be in 4 position to produce for war. 
Only one hundred years ago, Germany was the acknowledged leader in the 
field, of science, and students from all parts of the world went to study 
at the German universities. This leadership continued for over fifty years, 
and many of the outstanding scientists of this and other countries received 
their training there. 

Because of the evil uses to which the Germans 
put the work of those scientists who remained 
to collaborate with the state, Germany has now 
lost all prestige in the world of science. In other 
lands, however, we look to research and invention for continued ccntri 
butions to pifogress in many fields.

In this, however, as in many other matters, the 
lessons of the past have taught us the importance cf working and think¬ 
ing internationally, not nationally. The late President Roosevelt, in one 
of his last speeches, delivered to a group of American scientists, said: 
“Today science has brought all the different quarters of the globe so close 
together that it is impossible to isolate them, one from another. Today 
we are faced by the pre-eminent fact that, if civilization is to survive, we 
must cultivate the science of human relations, the ability of all peoples, 
Of all kinds, -to live together and work together, in the same world, at 
peace.”
